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ANNUAL  REPORT.

Gentlemen, 

Cnee  more  have  I the  honour  of  presenting  you  with 
my  Annual  Report  in  reference  to  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Hinckley  Urban  District,  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31st,  1908. 

I intend  following  the  usual  custom  of  these  reports  by 
giving  a short  summary  of  the  \btal  Statistics  of  Births 
and  Deaths  occurring  in  the  District  during  the  year,  and 
supplementing  the  same  by  giving  the  following  points  of 
interest.

The  estimated  population  of  the  Hinckley  Urban 
District  has  been  placed  at  12,000,  and  all  the  calculations 
that  follow  have  been  based  on  this  estimate,  which  is  the 
same  as  last  year. 

All  factories  in  the  town  still  continue  to  be  tenanted. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a good  number  of  the  new 
houses  erected  during  the  past  year  have  been  provided 
with  a bath,  and  I am  informed  that  a cheap  and  ready 
method  of  providing  a bath  is  by  placing  it  vertically  in  a 
cupboard  in  the  scullery,  the  bath  being  hinged  at  one  end 
so  that  it  can  be  let  down  to  the  floor  when  required  for  use. 
Uy  this  method  not  much  space  is  taken  up,  and  no  special 
bath-room  is  required. 


During  the  past  year  jilans  have  been  approved  by  the 
Council  for  43  houses,  and  the  majority  of  these  have  now 
been  erected.  'I'he  demand  for  good  cottages  still  continues, 
and  it  is  unfortunate  that  although  I have  received  several 
complaints  of  o^•ercrowding  in  houses,  a remedy  has  not 
been  able  to  be  found  owing  to  the  dearth  of  cottages. 

I'he  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  iqoS  was  341. 
'This  is  a decrease  of  4 ccrmpared  with  1907,  and  an  increase 
of  20  compared  with  1906,  the  average  number  of  Births 
for  the  last  10  years  being  349,  so  that  the  number  actually 
falls  8 short  of  that  average. 

These  births  include  seven  illegitimate  males  and  three 
females.  1 append  the  following  tables  for  comparison. 
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Of  these  341  births,  150  were  males  and  182  were 
females,  giving  an  average  birth  rate  of  28‘4  per  1,000,  as 
compared  witli  287  per  1,000  in  1907,  and  267  per  1,000  in 
190b.  The  average  birth  rate  for  the  lo  preceding  years 
being  30  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  each  quarter 
of  the  year  was  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  Deaths  was  igi.  This  is  an 
increase  of  22  on  the  year  1907,  and  a decrease  of  1 1 on  the 
year  1906.  The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  10 
previous  years  was  183,  or  157  per  1,000. 

The  following  table  will  give  you  the  mortality  returns 
for  the  past  12  years  : — 
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Of  these  191  deaths,  93  were  males  and  98  were 
females,  giving  an  average  death  rate  from  all  causes  of 
i5'g  per  1,000,  and  this  is  inclusive  of  12  deaths  which  took 
place  at  the  I'nion  Workhouse,  and  which,  if  deducted, 
would  give  an  average  of  i4’c)  per  1,000.  In  1(^07  the 
average  death  rate  was  i4'o8,  and  exclusive  of  the  \Vork- 
house  i2'25  per  1,000. 


Deciths. 
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The  average  death  rate  for  the  lo  previous  years  was 
i5'7  per  i,ooo.  There  were  five  deaths  at  the  WorkhoLise 
of  non-residents  in  the  1 )istrict,  and  four  deaths  of  non- 
residents at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  d'here  was  one  deatli 
registered  in  Hinckley  of  a man  who  died  suddenly  in 
Hinckley,  but  who  was  really  a non-resident.  There  were 
tw'o  deaths  of  Hinckley  residents  registered  in  public 
institutions  beyond  this  District,  one  of  which  was  at  the 
Leicester  Infirmary  and  one  at  the  County  Asylum. 

Allowing  for  these  deductions  and  additions,  the  nett 
number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  District  was 
184,  giving  an  average  death  rate  of  i5'3  per  1,000,  as 
compared  with  i4‘5  per  1,000  in  the  four  previous  years. 

The  actual  number  of  deaths  returned  for  each  month 
was  as  follows,  and  I give  the  liguies  for  the  nine  previous 


years. 
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'I'he  months  of  March,  April  and  September  gave  the 
highest  number  of  deaths  registered,  whereas  June  and  July 
the  least  number  of  deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  during  the  weeks  end- 
ing June  27th,  July  nth,  and  July  25th. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  63, 
being  the  highest  for  nine  years,  except  for  the  year  iqoo, 
which  was  identically  the  same.  'I'liis  gives  an  infant 
mortality  of  i84’7  per  1,000  births  registered,  as  compared 
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with  48,  giving  an  infant  mortality  of  I3g'8  per  1,000 
births  in  1907. 


The  average  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
for  the  nine  })revious  years  was  54,  giving  an  infant  mor- 
tality of  1 57' I per  1,000  births  registered.

The  natural  increase  of  population  by 

increase  of  births 

over  deaths  was  150,  as  against  176  in  1907,  and  119  in 
1906. 

The  number  of  deaths  that  took  place  at  the  Union 
Workhouse  was  12  (eight  males  and  four  females),  as  com- 
pared with  22  in  1907.  The  oldest  death  registered  was  86, 
and  the  youngest  25,  giving  an  average  age  at  which  death 
took  place  at  72'!,  as  compared  with  68  in  1907,  and  70^8 
in  1906.  Of  the  12  deaths,  seven  belonged  to  Hinckley, 
and  five  were  deaths  of  persons  outside  the  Urban  District, 
according  to  the  returns  supplied  to  me  each  week  by  the 
Registrar.  It  might  be  interesting  to  give  the  ages  at 
which  death  took  place  of  those  resident  at  the  Workhouse 
—79.  70,  74.  79.  86,  73,  80,  83,  85,  25,  76,  56,  Four  deaths 
were  of  persons  over  80,  and  six  deaths  over  70  and  under  80. 

This  admirable  institution  still  continues  to  be  a great 
boon  to  the  town  and  district,  and  when  it  is  said  that  the 
full  complement  of  beds  is  12,  and  that  the  average  number 
of  beds  occupied  all  the  year  round  is  10,  it  shows  what 
demands  are  made  on  this  Hospital. 

During  the  year  1908  there  were  seven  deaths,  as  com- 
pared with  six  deaths  in  1907,  and  12  deaths  in  i()o6.  ( )f 

these  seven  deaths,  five  were  males  and  two  females.  Three 
deaths  w'ere  of  residents  in  Hinckley,  and  four  of  jiersons 
who  did  not  belong  to  the  District.

During  the  past  year  there  were  72  cases  reported  under 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  as  cornjiared  with 
142  cases  notified  in  1907,  and  127  cases  notified  in  1906. 
( )f  those  notified  24  were  due  to  Itrysipelas,  41  Scarlet 
1'  ever,  3 Enteric  Fever,  and  2 Puerperal  Fever.  The 
following  gives  the  table  for  the  last  12  years  : — 
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During  the  past  year  there  were  no  other  diseases,  such 
as  Measles  or  Chicken  Pox  added  to  those  under  the  Noti- 
fication Act,  so  that  the  number  of  cases  notified  would 
give  a fair  average  of  what  one  might  expect. 

There  have  been  no  cases  reported  during  the  past 
three  years.  I understand  that  the  Feicestershire  Small 
Pox  Hospital  Committee  still  keep  three  hospitals  in 
absolute  readiness  to  receive  patients. 

There  were  41  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during 
the  past  year,  as  compared  with  59  cases  in  1907.  Of  these 
41  cases,  35  were  removed  to  the  Hinckley  Isolation 
1 lospital,  and  six  cases  were  isolated  at  home.  'I'here 
were  no  deaths. 

'I'here  were  a few  cases  of  Measles  in  the  town  in  1908, 
hanging  over  from  the  previous  year,  but  the  type  was  very 
mild,  there  being  no  deaths  registered. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases  of  these 
dreailful  complaints  notified  during  the  past  year. 

'I'here  were  24  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  as  com- 
pared with  23  cases  in  1907.  I am  glatl  to  say  that  there 
were  no  deaths,  as  compared  with  50  cases  notified  in  1906 
and  1907,  when  there  were  two  deaths. 


There  were  only  five  cases  notified  during  the  past  year, 
as  compared  with  15  cases  in  1907.  'I'here  was  unfortunately 
one  death.  Insanitary  conditions  were  discovered  in  two 
instances,  and  quickly  remedied.  'I'he  milk  and  water 
supply  were  not  to  blame  as  far  as  could  be  gathered  in  the 
other  cases. 

W’e  were  congratulating  ourselves  last  year  on  account 
of  the  non-prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough,  but  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  has  upset  our  calculations  ; for  this  dis- 
ease has  been  very  prevalent,  so  much  so  that  eight  deaths 
have  taken  place,  four  of  which  were  in  children  under  one, 
and  four  in  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age.  It 
is  a pity  that  this  disease  is  not  notifiable,  for  I am  sure  the 
number  of  Schools  closed  would  not  be  so  numerous,  though 
we  were  able  to  avoid  this  procedure  in  Hinckley. 

I'here  were  four  deaths  due  to  Diarrhoea  in  the  past 
year,  as  compared  with  no  deaths  in  1907  ; ami  there  were 
seven  deaths  due  to  knteritis  as  compared  with  nine  deaths 
in  1907.  Of  these  ii  deaths,  nine  took  place  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age. 

'I'here  were  13  deaths  due  to  Consumption  in  1908,  as 
compared  with  nine  deaths  in  1907,  giving  an  average  rate 
of  one  death  out  of  every  15,  as  against  one  death  out  of 
every  18  in  1907.  Your  Sanitary  Inspector  still  continues 
to  carry  out  the  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  all  rooms 
that  have  been  occupied  before  or  after  death  by  patients 
suffering  from  this  complaint. 

I here  were  at  the  same  time  six  deaths  notified  as 
being  due  to  other  forms  of  Tubercular  Disease  in  1908,  as 
compared  with  no  deaths  in  1907. 

I give  below  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Consumption 
during  the  last  ii  years. 

In  1898  there  were  7 deaths. 
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I his  gives  for  1 1 years  an  average  of  nine  deaths  per  year.

1 here  were  six  deaths  due  to  the  various  forms  of 
Cancer  in  iqo8,  as  against  nine  deaths  in  1907,  giving  one 
death  in  every  32  deaths  registered. 

'I'here  was  one  death  due  to  Alcoliolism  and  one  death 
due  to  Cirrhosis  of  Liver  registered  in  igo8,  as  compared 
witli  two  deaths  due  to  Alcoholism  and  two  deaths  due  to 
Cirrhosis  of  Liver  in  1907. 

There  were  only  15  deaths  attributable  to  diseases  of 
the  Respiratory  Organs  in  1908,  as  compared  with  19  deaths 
in  1907.  ( )f  these  15  deaths,  10  were  due  to  Bronchitis, 

four  due  to  Pneumonia,  and  one  to  Pleurisy. 

There  were  1 1 deaths,  as  compared  with  four  deaths  in 
1907,  and  five  deaths  in  1906. 

This  disease  accounted  for  13  deaths,  as  compared  with 
15  deaths  in  1907  and  10  deaths  in  1906.  This  gives  one 
death  out  of  every  15  of  the  total  mortality. 

There  were  seven  deaths  due  to  Accident  and  one  due 
to  Suicide,  as  compared  with  five  deaths  due  to  .Occident 
and  one  to  Suicide  in  1907. 

There  were  n Enquiries  made  as  to  the  cause  of  death 
during  the  past  year. 

This  Joint  Plospital  takes  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
patients  from  Hinckley  Urban  and  the  Hinckley  Rural 
Districts,  and  the  total  available  beds  is  24. 

During  the  year  1908  there  were  42  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  received  and  treated  at  this  Institution,  as  against 
84  cases  in  1907.  Thirty-five  cases  were  sent  from  the 
Hinckley  Urban  District,  and  seven  from  outside  the 
District.  'I'here  were  no  deaths. 

Nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  received  during  1908,  as 
compared  with  one  in  1907.  There  was  one  de.'ith  from 
Cardiac  Paralysis  following  the  Diphtheria. 

'Fhe  new  permanent  administrative  block  has  been 
erected,  and  is  a great  addition  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
Buildings. 

d'he  water  siqqdy  still  continues  very  good,  and  I have 
had  no  complaints  as  to  its  quality  excepting  as  to  its 
hardness. 


Water  Supply. 
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The  sclieme  for  obtaining  an  additional  supply  of 
water  from  Snarestone  is  now  in  hand,  and  from  the  report 
of  your  Surveyor  I believe  that  there  appears  to  be  every 
promise  for  an  increased  substantial  supply. 


I beg  again  to  suggest  to  the  Council  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  provision  of  vertical  ventilating  columns  at 
the  dead  ends  of  sewers ; for  I might  mention  that  several 
complaints  have  been  received  of  smells  arising  from  the 
openings  in  the  manhole  covers,  and  it  is  inadvisable  to 
block  these  openings  up  without  substituting  other  means 
for  the  ventilation  of  the  sewers.

With  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  your  District, 
the  town  has  been  frequently  and  systematically  inspected 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  more 
complaints  were  received  last  year  than  during  other  years. 
The  most  serious  matters  have  been  due  to  blocked  water 
closets,  and  it  appears  to  be  very  hard  on  owners  who  have 
been  at  the  expense  of  converting  privy  middens  into  water 
closets,  that  they  should  be  put  to  further  trouble  and 
expense  in  the  unstopping  of  the  closets,  through  the  ten- 
ants improperly  using  the  same.  If  some  of  the  offending 

tenants  were  summoned  as  an  example,  it  might  have  the 
effect  of  the  water  closets  being  properly  used. 

The  work  of  conversion  of  privies  and  pan  closets  into 
water  closets  still  proceeds,  yet  during  the  past  year  only 
i8  were  converted.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no  consid- 
erable number  now  remains.  Still  one  can  only  hope  that 
the  time  is  not  very  far  distant  when  the  whole  town  will 
be  free  from  these  old-fashioned  methods  of  sanitary 
conveniences. 

It  would  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  mention  that 
several  complaints  have  been  received  of  the  smell  arising 
from  the  Urinal  in  the  Borough,  although  the  apartment  is 
regularly  flushed  out.  The  Council  might  consider  the 
question  of  erecting  an  up-to-date  public  convenience  in  a 
more  suitable  position. 

As  regards  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  I am  informed 
that  the  works  for  the  provision  of  additional  tank  accom- 
modation and  pumping  plant  has  been  commenced  upon 
by  the  Contractors,  and  these  new  works  will  no  doubt 
help  to  considerably  improve  the  quality  of  the  effluent 
which  discharges  into  the  Sketchley  Brook.  Another  satis-

factory  work  that  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council  is  the 
continuation  of  the  under-draining  of  the  land  upon  which 
the  sewage  is  irrigated. 

All  such  improvements  as  these  cannot  but  help  to 
render  the  land  more  suitable  for  sewage  treatment. 

The  condition  in  which  streets  are  kept  considerably 
alfect  the  liealth  of  a district,  and  it  can  be  truly  said  that 
the  streets  of  Hinckley  are  well  scavenged  and  cleaned. 
There  is  only  one  small  matter  which  appears  to  require  a 
slight  improvement;  that  is,  during  the  summer  the  horse 
manure  should  be  readily  removed  from  the  roads.  The 
cost  of  this  would  not  entail  a very  great  expense  ; one 
man  with  a suitable  handcart  would  be  all  that  would  be 
required. 

Whilst  discussing  this  subject  a word  might  perhaps 
be  said  as  to  the  advisability  of  treating  a few  roads  in  the 
town  with  some  material  as  an  experiment  for  keeping 
down  the  dust  ; for  it  is  a well-known  fact  that  road  dust 
is  often  charged  with  deleterious  particles  injurious  to 
health.  1 am  told  that  many  towns  are  tackding  this 
problem,  and  no  doubt  your  Council  will  not  be  behind  in 
experimenting  upon  their  roads  in  the  coming  summer.  1 
would  commend  more  especially  to  their  notice  the  con- 
dition of  Clarence  Road. 

.\11  notifiable  diseases  have  been  visited,  and  necessarv 
instructions  given,  in  regard  to  isolation  in  those  cases  not 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

.Vll  infected  houses  have  been  disinfected  by  the 
Council,  and  the  necessary  disinfectants  supplied. 

Your  Surveyor  and  myself  have  made  periodical  visits 
to  the  Factories  in  the  town,  and  no  serious  matter  has 
l)een  found  defective  or  wanting.  At  one  factory  water 
closets  have  been  substituted  for  privy  middens.  In  all 
cases  where  minor  matters  have  required  attention,  these 
have  been  (juickly  remedied  by  the  owners. 

The  number  of  Bakehouses  is  the  same  as  last  year, 
namelv,  ib.  d'hese  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and 
with  the  exception  of  lime  washing  being  required  in  a 
case  or  two,  everything  else  was  found  in  order.  I'here  are 
no  underground  bakehouses  in  this  District. 


The  number  of  Factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
iqo8  was  36,  and  the  number  of  Workshops  and  Work- 
places, 49, 

The  whole  of  the  Dairies  in  the  town  have  been 
inspected,  and  found  on  the  whole  to  be  fairly  clean.  The 
chief  matters  required  for  the  cleanliness  of  a dairy  are 
frec]uent  lime- washing,  thorough  ventilation,  and  regular 
cleansing  out,  good  paved  floors,  and  the  keeping  of  no 
other  food  or  articles  but  milk  in  the  compartment,  and 
the  storage  of  the  milk  in  properly  covered  utensils. 

The  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  also  been  inspected, 
and  the  owners  have  been  informed  of  the  work  required  to 
be  done  to  put  them  in  a proper  and  suitable  condition. 

The  storage  of  milk  in  shops  in  uncovered  utensils  and 
e.xposed  to  the  Hies  and  other  infections,  appears  to  me  to 
be  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  impure  milk,  and  the  Council 
should  take  all  steps  possible  to  stop  this  practice. 

The  Lodging  House  in  New  Buildings  having  been 
closed,  there  is  now  no  registered  Common  Lodging  House 
in  the  town,  but  I believe  there  is  a necessity  for  one,  and 
the  question  should  be  considered  of  erecting  a suitable 
building  in  a convenient  part  of  the  town,  as  it  is  a well- 
known  fact  that  many  persons  using  this  kind  of  accom- 
modation come  to  the  town,  and  the  authorities  have 
experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  them  lodgings 
for  the  night. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  have  frequently 
been  inspected  by  your  Surveyor  and  myself,  and  have 
generally  been  found  to  be  in  good  order  and  clean  con- 
dition. For  the  second  consecutive  year  no  complaints 
have  been  received. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  in  the  town  is  regularly 
carried  out.  The  bins  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  ashpits 
upon  written  notice  from  the  occupiers,  who  should  en- 
deavour to  give  ample  notice  when  these  require  emptv- 
ing,  and  before  the  contents  fall  out  upon  the  yard.  In  all 
new  buildings  galvanized  ash-bins  are  now  provided,  but 
it  is  not  a pleasing  sight  at  any  time  to  view  the  contents 
of  an  ashpit  deposited  in  the  roadway  waiting  to  be  carted

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away.  The  Council  will  perhaps  reconsider  the  question 
1 brought  before  them  some  time  back,  of  having  the 
contents  carried  out  in  skeps  direct  from  the  ashpit  to  the 
carts,  as  is  the  practice  in  other  towns. 

I append  the  usual  tables  as  required  by  the  Local
